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13th April, 1978 (hereinafter referred to as the 
said Order), the management of the industrial 
undertaking known as Messrs Inchek Tyres 
Limited, Calcutta, has been taken over for a period 
of five years upto and inclusive of the 12th April, 
1983; 

And, whereas by the orders of the Government 
of India No. S.O. 289(E)) 18A|IDRA|83. dated 
the 12th April, 1983, and S.O. 726(E)) 18Aj 
IDRAj83, dated the 11th October, 1983, the said 
Order was extended for a further period upto and 
inclusive of the 12th January, 1984;

S.O. 12(E)(r8FBjIDRA|84.—Whereas by the 
Order of the Government of India in the Ministry 
of Industry (Department of Industrial Develop¬ 
ment) No. S.O. 411(E)|18FB[IDRA|78, dated the 
27th June, 1978 (hereinafter referred to as the 
said Order), the Central Government in exercise 
of the powers conferred by clause (b) of sub-section 
(1) of section 18FB of the Industries (Develop¬ 
ment and Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951), 
had declared that the operation of all contracts,
